WASHINGTON—Some of President 


looscvclt's keenest advisors assert 
hat the new wage-hour bill would be 
acceptable to the Supreme Court with 
ts present membership, even including 
Justice Van Devanler. They 
con- 


cede it- would be a 5-4 decision with 
hat lineup. 
That is sharply in contrast with the 
>ress conference inference of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


At the same time some of these same 


counsellors agree that the wage-hour 
ward in the bill has some very decisive 
powers.

Safeguard? 


But actually wouldn't this power 


to fix wages give the board power to 
plan industry—to decide what in- 
dustries should develop in one place 
and not in another? 


The reply we received was that the 


bill's designers intended to put into r 
safeguards against such an outcome 
One informant, however, put it this 
way: 
Suppose a certain 
industry 


should start up in some part of the 
country, and suppose the board decid- 
ed it should not continue. The board 
could (but would it?) fix a wage-hour 
level intended to choke it off. To stop 
the board in such action, the industry 
then could appeal to the courts for an 
injunction. That adds issues to the 
court question.

ton where 5,000 persons heard Philip 
Murray, chief of the C. W. O. C. forces, 
say he had asked Gov. Martin L. Davey 
of Ohio to prosecute Tom Girdler, 
chairman of Republic Steel Corp., on 
a charge of possessing munitions of 
war in his plant. Murray said that only 
six corporations in Ohio have been 
given permits to possess machine guns 
and he could not find Republic on the 
list. 


Two hours before dawn, Canton po- 


lice reported that 100 shots were fired 
in an exchange between steel pickets 
and at least six men who waded a Can- 
ton creek to try to get into one of 
Republic's rolling mills. 


In the dark the shots all missed and 


three men were reported to have en- 
tered the plant. Their companions dis- 
appeared. Company police searched the 
creek but found no indications that 
anyone had been hit. Patrolman Clar- 
ence Rhodes said he fired once with 
a tear gas gun to disperse 
pickets 


quickly congregated at the scene of 
the shooting.

he inflammations of the joints that last 
just a week or so with some pain. 
Sometimes in typhoid fever there may 
be inflammation ot the joints. 
|n people who are serustive to vari- 


ous foods or protein subrtanc«!i, th* 
i-Wtetign may be associated with an 
inflammation of th% joints. 


These types of acute inflammation 


are not, however, the same as chronic 
inflammation of the joints commonly 
called chronic arthritis or rheuma- 
tism. 


Whqn arthritis is due to qn infection 


of the joints by the germ that causes 
gonorrhea after it has already caused 
the venereal disease, the condition 
must be taken care of and treated ac- 
cording tp the particular type of germ 
as well as with all of the usual treat- 
ment for joint inflammation. This ap-> 
plies to pneumonia and to meningitis. 


In the kind of inflammation of the 


joints that is known as rheumatoid 
arthritis, there is a series of symp» 
toms which are definite and which are 
not related to other types of inflamr 
mation. 


Very frequently this type of rheu- 


matism begins with swelling of the 
middle fingers pf each hand. The 
swellings do not persist, but come and 
go. There may also be inflammations 
of the wrist and of the toes. 


Sometimes the condition continues 


it doea progress, the inflammations 


o get worse, but in other cases it stops 
and does not make mucW progress. If 
move upward so that later the wrist, 
he elbows and shoulders, and even- 
ually the spine, may be infected. 


In this type of arthritis it is not in- 


requent to find somewhere in the 
>ody a focus of infection, usually in 
he tonsils and in the teeth, but some- 
imes also in the prostate in man, in 
the appendix, gallbladder or sinuses. 


It is, therefore, highly desirable in 
ivery case of this kind to have a diag- 
losis made as soon as possible and 
hen to treat the condition actively to 
jrevent its advancement.

TN 1804 the explorers, Lewis and 


Clark; traveled up the Missouri 


river, across the Rockies and down 
tha Columbia to the. Pacific coast 
It was a long and tortuous route, 
but not until 1844 was an easier 
and more direct path found to 
the coast. That was the achieve- 
ment, of Capt. John Charles Fre- 
mont, who in 1856 was elected 
.President of the United States. 


Fremont had taught mathemat- 


ics in the navy, and took up sur- 
veying in 1838. He led a band ol 
army engineers on !his venture 
across the Rockies on a southwesl 
route to the Pacific near what is 
now Los Angeles. He was hailed 
as the "pathfinder" to. California. 


Fremont continued -to explore 


the watershed between-the Missis- 
sippi and .the Pacific. His explo- 
rations give him prominence in 
the stamps issued by the United 
States in 1898 in connection with 
the Trans-Mississippi 
Exposition 


at Omaha.

From wells far out in the scorching 


Mojave comes a limitless supply of 
carbon dioxide. Shipped to Los An- 
geles and other points, this gas is put 
under pressure of 275 tons to the square 
jnch to become the "dry ice" of com- 
merce. 


Although used for refrigeration sinco 


1925, it is only recently that dry ice has 
proved a boon to desert travelers. 
Now autoists put o slab of it in a wire 
basket, close the windows of their 
car and travel in air-conditioned com- 
fort. A draft from the cowl ventilator 
accelerates the spread of cool vapor. 


Temperature of the dry ice is 114 


degrees below zero. It vaporizes but 
does not melt.

From Pulpits 


BERLIN, Germany—/^—Tension be- 


tween the Nazi regime and the Cath- 
olic church flared, into fist fights 
Sunday in at least one section of Ger- 
many. Fighting broke out in Munich,! 
following -which 10 priests were arrest- 
ed, while Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler 


•warned the country he would not tol- 
crate religious strife. 


Catholic church leaders replied spir- 


itedly to Nazi charges of widespread 
immorality in their institutions. 


The nationwide Catholic celebration 


on the "Sunday of Youth" was the 
signal in Munich for organized dem- 
onstrations by detachments of the Hit- 
ler Youth Movement outside Catholic 
chinches. "Priests retorted by leading 
processions of Catholic youths out of 
Ihc churches and down the streets. 


Jeering epithets called between the 


rival forces culminated in some cases 
in fisticuffs. Arrest of the 10 priests 
followed, boosting the total of week-, 
end arrests in Munich to 11—Jesuit 
Father Rupert Mayer having been jail- 
ed Saturday on charges of delivering 
an- anti-government sermon. 


Blessed By God, Says Hitler 


Hitler, utoching briefly on the church 


situation in a speech in Regensburg, 
declared: 
"It is not God who divides us, but 


human beings. The Almighty has 
olessed our work; therefore ,it cannot 
be destroyed. 


"No power within or without the 


Reich will keep us from going our 
way to our future." 


C r o w d e d Catholic 
congregations 


heard their priests read from the pul- 
pits a statement drafted by their lead- 
ers in answer to Propaganda Minisiter 
Paul Joseph Goebbels' accusation that 
the present wave of Catholic immor- 
ality trials is the worst in history. 


It declared there are 25,635 priests in 


Germany and only 38 are involved in 
immorality charges—"less than one- 
fourth of one per cent, or one priest 
in every 500." 
| 


Goebbels delivered his accusation in 


a speech May 28 in reply to an anti- 
Nazi speech by George Cardinal Mun- 
delein of Chicago. 


Pamphlets Sold 


Sermons in some instances also 


touched indirectly on the immorality 
trial situation and pamphlets defend- 
ing the church position were sold'at 
church doors to worshippers. At St. 
Hedwig*s cathedral in Berlin, for in- 
stance, the sermon was based on the 
. parable of the lost sheep and stressed 


that the function of the chuch is not to 
drive a sinner from the fold but to 
bring him back repentant. 


A pamphlet distributed at the door 


Jeminel believers that the church in 
its long history repeatedly had been 
disturbed by scandal. It pointed out 
that even Christ's disciples included 
Judas while the Apostle Paul in his 
first epistle to the Corinthians found 
it necessary to mention scandals in the 
church. 


Unfit Persons in Church 


The pamphlet said "yes, weakness 


and sin have always walked alongside 
the church in its passage through the 
centuries." Despite the precautions of 
ecclesiastical authorities, it continued, 
unqualified persons sometimes become 
priests or members of religious orders, 
"sometimes merely bccausd it 
(the j 


church) offered a secure existence—a 
thought which doubtless exerted pow- 
erful influence during the economic 
distress, unemployment and profes- 
sional difficulties of the post-war 
years." 


The fact there were scandals to 


trouble the church, it saicf, therefore 
was not so startling as the manner in 
which they are exploited as a weapon 
against the church. 


"Yes, perhaps there has never been 


a time in all church history," the 
pamphlet said, ''when scandals have 
been exploited in such boundless and 
such unscrupulous manner as in re- 
cent months by the anti-Christian 
press.

Cultured Beauties

Law Gets Southwest Gang Chief 


Who Hid Floyd, Karpis and Nash

SOUTH COFFEYVILLE. Kan.—Tom- 


my Hill, the stocky South CoffeyviUe 
roadhouse keeper, was proud of his 
brains. For 20 years they maintained 
him as the crime overlord who ruled 
the southwcst's worst gangsters in a 
fanastic, through - the - looking - glass 
stronghold. But he is deposed now. 


Still in his earjy forties, Hill is under 


one sentence of life imprisoment—a 
Kansas state sentence as an habitual 
criminal. He also is under a two-year 
federal term for mail rob'bery. He had 
appealed the life sentence and was 
out on bond when the federal men ar- 
rested him as "finger-man" in the 
Coffeyville mail truck holdup. 


The state sentence has since been af- 


firmed. 


Learned of Payroll 


The mail truck holdup was Hill's 


biggest criminal flop. 
Through the 


almost nation-wide intelligence ser- 
vice which he maintained, police say, 
the

keeper 


learned that a ?10,000 payroll was to 
have been shipped on a certain train. 
He got together six men. 


Tommy Gill and Floyd Isaacs, both 


of whom had police records, were 
there. So were Jess Doyle, now in 
Oklahoma state penitentiary; Clarence 
Spargerbcr, in Alcatruz now for 25 
years; Jack Richards and John Lang- 
ley, whose present address is Mis- 
souri state prison at Jefferson City. 


In the back room of Hill's roadhouse, 


Doyle told police, the six planned the 
job. The truck was held up a block 
from the station, but the $40,000 pay- 
roll wasn't there. The truck .contain- 
ed only about $6000 in bonds and some 
travelers' checks. 


That was on Sept. 22, 19:15. It took 


the postal inspectors a year'and a half 
to do it, but they finally trailed the 
robbery back to Hill, who. by then, 
already was having other troubles. 


How many "jobs" Hill outlined for 


his bad-man friends probably never 
will bo known. For years, officers had 
suspected him and time after time they 
had followed a trail to the very porch 
of his farm home, only to have it turn 
cold. And Hill grew more and more 
boldly conceited. He never paid off 
marshals and .sheriffs. 
In hi.s own 


words, "it was cheaper to out-think 
them." 


Hid Them for Profit
